DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 8, 10 and 25 have been canceled. 
Claims 1-6, 12 and 24 have been amended. 

Reasons for Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-7, 9 and 11-24 would be allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reason for allowance: None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed Method of 
manufacturing a silicon microphone having the steps of forming a layer of oxide on at least the first 
major surface of the second wafer, etching a cavity into the layer of heavily doped silicon and through the 
layer of oxide on the first major surface of the first wafer to form a diaphragm, bonding the first major 
surface of the first wafer to the first major surface of the second wafer, forming a metal layer on the 
second major surface of the second wafer, patterning and etching acoustic holes in the metal and in the 
second major surface of the second wafer, and forming at least one electrode on the heavily doped silicon 
of the first wafer and at least one electrode on the second wafer and among other steps/limitations as 
cited in independent claim.
